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The New York State Report Card is an
important part of the Board of Regents’ effort to
raise learning standards for all students. It
provides information to the public on
school/district enrollment and staff, student
performance, and other measures of school and
district performance. Knowledge gained from
the report card on a school’s or district’s
strengths and weaknesses can be used to
improve instruction and services to students.

State assessments are designed to help ensure
that all students reach high learning standards.
They show whether students are getting the
knowledge and skills they need to succeed at the
elementary, middle, and commencement levels
and beyond. The State requires that students
who are not making appropriate progress toward
the standards receive academic supports.

In public schools, a teacher who taught one
class outside of the certification area(s) is
counted as Highly Qualified provided that 1) the
teacher had been determined by the school or
district through the HOUSSE process or other
state-accepted methods to have demonstrated
acceptable subject knowledge and teaching
skills and 2) the class in question was not the
sole assignment reported. Credit for incidental
teaching does not extend beyond a single
assignment. Independent of Highly Qualified
Teacher status, any assignment for which a
teacher did not hold a valid certificate still
registers as teaching out of certification.

In charter schools, a teacher is counted as
Highly Qualified if the teacher has at least a
Bachelor’s degree, is certified to teach, and
shows subject matter competency. Enabling
legislation considers charter school teachers to
be certified if they hold any valid teaching
certificate. Enabling legislation also permits up
to 30 percent (with a maximum of five) of charter
school teachers to be without certification and to
be considered Highly Qualified if they meet all
remaining criteria.
